TOBACCO^TRUST 

Bicnk Up Has Not Hclpod Farmers — 
Bays Luclen Beckuer, Secretary of 

Ifvw ONwcn' OtshalnlloB. 

(Lexington Leader.) 
"Iloadreda of Kentucky farmers 
have sold their tobacco crop, which 
means a year's tenure of a valuable 

farm, and a year's labor, and have not 
eauugh money to pay their debts, or 
buy enough coal to hist them through 
the winter." 

This was one of the statements 
made by Lui'iea lieekner, seiTetary of 
the new Tobacco Urowers' Movement, 
to the Members' Council of the Board 
o; ('ommerie toil.iy .it noon, in ex 
jilMining the present movement for th ■ 
iirgani/.ation of farmers in the white 
burley district. ^ 

"The dissolution of the tobacco trust 
has not. benefuti'd the faniH-r," saiil 
.Mr. Be»-kner. "The form of the dis 
solution was such that the several eon 
stituent companies are manufacturing 
• lilTerent kinds and diflVrent grades of 
inaniifaitnred |oli;iecos, one coni|iany 
making the plug chewing, another thr 
fancy smoking grades, another cigar 
ettes, aiifl so on. 

"The result is that in the market 
none of the buyers for these several 
ri-mpanies have any occasion to bill 
a;;aiiist the other. 

"Whether it is a. fail or not, the 
farmer thinks it is u fact tliat there i> 
but one buyer, who Axes the price, and 
observation indicates that this is true." 

Mr. Beckner then went on to sa\ 
flat the farmers had several course- 
wliiidi they might pursue, lie s|>oke ot 
relief by better methods of marketing, 
b,\ an appeal to the law, and by orj;an 
i^ation, but noted that )>oolln;: was im 
lon;;er arrept;ible to the courts. 

"If the law can not" be invoked fm 
the relief of the farmers, they ar 
throHii on their imii i osoii n-rs an. I 
must eillier reduce the acreage, or cu' 
out the crop entirel.v. The latter is a 
last resort, and we realise it ran not be 
ii ••iimpli«liei| eXi't'pt li> \ iolein r. blood 
^I'o.l in.l l;m !i'-»ness, *,i we h.-ive i>r>;!:n- 
i< cd in uu effort to And some other way 
til better conditions. 

■ ■ We lielii'\e th.'it the ipii'stion is ono 
whii'li should loinmand the interest, ol 
every business and professional man a> 
well us every farmer in the state, it 
for no other re.'ison that its effect upon 
hi iiwu porki'l 1miii1<. 'I wi liijinlied mil 
lion pounds of lobaeco were sold a yeai 
ago at an average price of 13 cents.

^ .cnts. a loss to the state of *Hi.OiM>, 
ooo. This is not merely .1 l i-- to the 
farmer but to every man with whom the 
farmer trades."
